The Holy Land. 


The intersm report on the administra- 
tion of Palestine is interesting more on 
account of its omissions than of its posi- 
tive ‘statements of fact.

to show that his efforts have been success- 
ful, and, indeed, it must be admitted that 
under his guidance Palestine has made 
great strides towards material prosperity. 
The defence of the territory is in the 
hands of a British garrison which numbers 
some’ 5,000 combatant soldiers, and costs 
the British taxpayer £2,500,000 a yeur. 
Every soldier, therefore, costs him about 
ten pounds a week. . This expensive but 
thoroughly efficient garrison is supple- 
mented by a police force of 1,300 men, 
who are drawn from all sectiong of the 
native population, and up to the present 
have failed signally to carry out their 
duties satisfactorily. During the last 
year ‘one of the principal tasks of 
the Administration has been the settle 
ment of numerous blood feuds among the 
Bedouins, and the report tells us that in 
Beersheba alone no less than 134 of these 
vendette have been brought to an end. It 
does not tell us how many still exist. All 
the different religious sects with which 
Palestine is crowded are given full 
freedom, and, when ‘an occasional differ- 
ence of opinion arises between some of 
them, the Administration does its best to 
maintain the status quo: It has set up a 
commission for the Holy Places, and repre- 
sentatives of the principal religions have 
seats on its council. It has established an 


‘tinian magistrates for the trial of minor 
offences, British judges sitting with 
‘Palestanians for more serious crimes and 
appeals from the magisterial courts, and 
finally. a Court of Appeal at Jerusalem, 
under.the presidency of a British Chief 
Justice. On the economic side, ¢ Depart- 
ment of Commerce has been ‘set up, and 
Chambers of Commerce have been started 
in all the principal towns, with a total 
membership of nearly one thousand. The 
economic development of the country is 


to draw its water supply from primitive 
cisterns of rain water, soon will have an 
adequate supply from ancient reservoirs, 
known as the Pools of Solomon, which 
have existed since the days of Herod, and 
are being turned now to practical use by 
British engineers. No ugly advertise- 
ments are allowed to di the country- 
side; a special Department for Antiqui- 
ties is entrusted with the care of Pales- 
tine’s valuable archeological relics, and 
the esthetic interests of the country are 
being. so well fostered that Sir Herbert 
Samuel predicts that it will gradually 
become “a centre of artistic production, 
rivalling, perhaps, in time, the famous 
emporiums of the East of former genera- 
tions.”’ 

Unfortunately, Sir: Herbert Samuel 
only shows us oue side of the picture. He 
says nothing about the Zionist problem. 
Three years ago, when Mr. Balfour made 
his now famous declaration, the whole 
world took up the idea of a Jewish Pales- 
tine with enthusiasm. It was the great 
romance’ of the war, and even the most 
progaic materialist was impressed by the 
thought of the Jews’ retiirn to their 
former home after so many, centuries of 
wandering over the face of the earth. 
Zionism in theory was undoubtedly attrac- 
tive; but in practice it has been any- 
thing but a striking success. Palestine is 
inhabited chiefly by Arabs of various racial 
nuances, who have little in common with 
one another except an intense hatred of 
the Jews. They hold that Palestine is 
their country, and that the Jewish immi- 
grants have no right whatever to take 
possession of it. So far they have limited 
their protests to words, with occasional 
outbursts of rioting, because they have a 
wholesome respect for the British soldier ; 
but when the British garrison is with- 
drawn there is bound to be serious 
trouble. There seems to be little “doubt 
that the Jews have increased, rather than 
diminished, the prejudices of the Arabs 
against them during the last twelve 
months, and that the Jewish State is 
hedged around with dangerous and im- 
placable foes. Just as Poland cannot sur- 
vive unless she establishes a modus vivendi 
with Russia and Germany, the Jews will 
not be able -to retain their home in 
Palestine unless they can make friends 
with the Arabs. To. what extent Sir 
Herbert Samuel's Administration is pro- 
moting this essential rapprochement his 
report does not say; but the British tax- 
payer has no intention of maintaining a 
garrison in Palestine at the.cost of £500 
&.year per man, and, sooner or later, the 
Jews must fend for themselves. Much 
depends ‘on the way in which the €om- 
mission for the Hély Places does its work, 
because Moslem sentiment is extremely 
strong in regard to these. places, and the 
greatest tact will be necessary to avoid 
periodic outbursts of fanaticism. The 
whole civilised world wishes the Jews well 
in their great experiment, but they will 
be well advised: not to attempt too much 
at once, and to make every effort to bring 
about an understanding with the Arabs,

During. the months 
céeding the Armistice 
realised that it would be scarcely more 
than a matter of luck if the disruptive 
leavens working unhampered among all 
sections of the German people did not 
succeed: in overthrowing the weak and 
timid bourgeois.Government.. ‘The faith 
that many placed in the good sense of the 
German middle classes justified itself, and 
gradually what appeared to be the most 
critical hours in the Fatherland’s post- 
war history were safely passed. The first 
militarist revolt under “ the" ridiculous 
Kapp was easily quelled. The Communist 
risings that followed, though more diffi- 
cult of suppression, were finally sup- 
pressed, and it seemed that Germany really 
intended to settle down. The policy of 
flouting the Allies continued, however, and 
it was not until drastic measures had 
been taken that the Wirth Government 
took office in April last, ptedged to carry 
out faithfully the terms imposed on Ger- 
many by the Treaty. The very determina- 
tion of the Wirth Government, to live up 
to its agreements, however, has proved the 
signal for fresh outbreaks.’ There can be 
little doubt that up to the spring of the 
present year the German people,’ as a 
whole, felt confident of evading the 
burdens placed upon them at Versailles. 
In this belief German business made an 
effort to recover, and big capitalists like 
Stinnes prepared’ for a renewed exercise 
of their former industrial supremacy. The 
occupation of the Rhine towns and the 
other sanctions applied by the Allies 
came as & stern reminder that Germany 
for many years to come could be no one’s 
but a fool's paradise. The middle classes, 
however, having put their shoulder to the 
wheel of reconstruction, decided with 
characteristic patience to keep it turning, 
though the mire of insolvency was proving 
deeper than they had anticipated. There 
was grumbling, of course, but the middle 
class German: was behind, and is still 
behind, the Wirth Cabinet in its honest 
determination to meet its obligations to 
the Allies. 

A different view is held by the extremist 
elements to which the “‘surrender’’ of the 
Wirth Cabinet is represented by the pro- 
fessional agitators as their death-knell, 
which, in a sense, it is. A Germany 
getting solidly down to the business of 
reconstruction spells the banishment of 
the Reds’ last hope of getting a living 
without working for it. At the other end 
the official and military classes believe 
that victory was snatched from their grip 
by @ trick-; that, with the Kaiser restored 
to power, something of their old fortunes 
would be revived, and, possibly, an oppor- 
tunity would present itself to reverse, by 
a short and joyous war, from which Eng- 
land and the United States are envisaged 
as -holding coldly aloof, the verdict and 
the sanctions of Spa. Evér’ since the 
abortive Kapp affair they have been 
scheming and yearming for the day when 
a successful coup would restore the 
Hohenzollern régime. The murder of 
Herr Erzberger, an opportunist politician 
of the Churchill type when alive, but a 
martyr to democracy in his coffin, is 
merely the first-fruits of the adoption by 
the German military party of the methods 
of terrorism that are proving efficacious 
elsewhere from Malabar to Georgia. As 
might. be expected, the Socialists were 
prompt ‘to. take up the  militarists’ 
challenge, and Sunday's demonstration at 
Potsdam, when Communists and police 
came to grips, was the immediate result. 
Now the German Government has 
awakened to the gravity of the situa- 
tion, and a proclamation has been issued 
in which it ‘threatens to “oppose with 
iron hand ” the ‘‘ unscrupulous elements ” 
that are ‘attempting to undermine the 
political and constitutional foundations 
on which the new German Republic is to 
be built.” Governments, however, are 
always strong on paper. Whether Dr. 
Wirth can actually apply the “ unrelent-

| matter, He will receive the moral sup- 
port of the Allies, to whom the peaceful 
reconstruction ‘of Germany’ is an urgent 
need, The actual task of preserving the 
foundations of the new German State, 
however, is a task which only the Germans 
themselves can accomplish. 


For This Relief —— 


On Thursday the taxpayer will receive 
some measure of relief. A saving of many 
million pounds will be effected by the 
reduction in the Civil Service bonus which 
comes into operation on that day. The 
bonus, it may be recalled, fluctuates with 
thercost of living, and it is reviewed every 
six months. In March prices were follow- 
ing an upward course, and the civil 
servants benefited considerably. Now 
prices have reached a more reasonable 
level, and the bonus will be sub- 
jected to a series of “ cuts,’’ ranging from 
sixty per cent. in the case of the official 
whose salary is £1,700 a year to a few 
Shillings in the case of a messenger. 
Postal officials will lose about a: quarter 
of the amount which was granted to them 
in March, and in this department alone 
the reductions will mean a saving of about 
height millions a year. The ratepayers also 
will receive relief. Many city councils 
have adopted the Civil Service scheme of 
bonuses, and it is estimated that in Eng- 
land about 160,000 municipal employés 
will be affected by the change. We are 
glad to note that the Dublin Corporation 
is striving to effect economies in another 
direction. The Committee which it ap- 
pointed some time ago to review the whole 
system of civic. administration. recom- 
mended sweeping changes,’ and, despite 
the opposition of certain officials, these 
changes, with minor amendments, were 
approved by the Corporation at yester- 
day's meeting. They will not reduce the 
amount which the ratepayers must provide 
to meet the salaries’ bill, but they will 
tend to introduce better methods in the 
management of the city’s affairs, and, 
thus, to curtail extravagance. 


Running the. Blockade. 


America’s “dry” agents are well nigh 
distracted. Despite their vigilance, and 
the severity with which the law punishes 
offenders, the smuggling of whiskey into 
the United States has assumed remark- 
able proportions. A large section of the 
population, it appears, is willing to pay 
almost any price for the forbidden spirits, 
and the adventurers who can supply its 
demands are assured of huge fortunes. 
Recently a whiskey-laden schooner, flying 
the British flag, was seized off the coast. of 
New Jergey beyond the three-mile limit. 
At first the “ wets’’ hailed this as a 
breach of the law and believed that the 
precious cargo must be released, but now 
they are rather despondent. Some wily 
lawyer in the “dry” camp has un- 
earthed an Act which fixes twelve miles at 
sea as the limit of approach for vessels 
engaged in “fraudulent pursuits.’’ This, 
it is asserted, covers the schooner’s case. 
The shores of the Great Lakes, however, 
and not the Atlantic coast, give the pro- 
hibition officers the most trouble. . It is 
virtually - impossible to detect the 
smugglers, and hundreds of persons who 
reside just over the border are willing 
to aid them by every possible means. 
The legal decision that intoxicants could 
be exported through “dry’’ Ontario has 
given the “trade” an enormous fillip, 
and so long as it stands there can be little 
doubt that the smuggler will ‘continue to 
flourish, - | : |

Optimism still rules here regarding the 
Irish situation, and many people profess 
the opinion that a round table conference 
will be the outcome of the present negotia- 
tions, particularly as Dad Eireann has 
appointed a committee with plenary 
powers to deal with the situation, Such a 
committee would, it is thought, be un- 
likely to break off negotiations and assume 
responsibility for a resumption of civil 
war. In the circumstances, it is hoped 
that the setting up of such a committee 
means that an Ar Ársa is expected, 
and that the work of: the committee will 
be devoted to working out the details. 

It is suggested to-day that it is not at 
all unlikely that the Prime Minister may 
take advantage of his rest in the High- 
lands to hold a conference there with the 
Sinn Feim delegates. Such a step would 
obviate the necessity of his returning to 
London, for it seems certain that a con- 
ference will be asked for during the next 
few days, and it would be unwise to miss 
an opportunity. If the conference could 
take *place in Scotland it would be far 
away from any jarring discords, and 
secrecy could be easily preserved. At the 
same time the Prime Minister will not 
hesitate to return to London if the need 1s 
real.

rifith, and not by Mr. de Valera. Pro- 
vided that Mr. Griffith is really a pleni- 
potentiary, and not an ordinary envoy, 
such a change in personnel would, I think, 
strengthen public confidence in the possi- 
bility of a settlement. Rightly or 
wrongly, Mr. de Valera has given the im- 
pression by his published letters that he 
as too much of an idealist to be a good 
negotiator. It is a good thing to have a 
grasp of first meinalalioe, but it is possible 
to cling to them so tenaciously that moye- 
ment becomes impossible. 

According to the Evening News, certain 
Labour leaders have been sounded by 
friends of the Prime Minister on the ques- 
tion whether there was any change in the 
attitude of the Labour Party towards a 
Coalition, and whether, if there were a 
regrouping of parties, Labour would help 
to carry on the government of the country 
on progressive lines. The underlying sug- 
gestion that Mr. Lloyd George is seeking 
an alternative to the present Coalition 
seems to me hardly probable. Apart from 
any question of gratitude to the party 
which has kept him in office for nearly 
five years, is it likely that he would sacri- 
fice the support of the most solid element 
in the country in order to acquire the 
very doubtful adherence af a number of 
Labour leaders whose ability and stability 
have yet to be proved? 

If there have been any fourpearlers of 
the kind suggested it is just as likely that 
they have come from the Labour side as 
from the Government. The trade unionist 
leaders must be painfully conscious that 
they have made a mess of the movement 
by letting it try to run’ befere it could 
walk. Politically it has been la failure, 
and, even industrially, it is having to 
abandon much of the exaggerated gains 
that it secured under the exceptional con- 
ditions of the war. The Ag gcom feel so 
er that they have been let down by 
their leaders that, in several unions, they 
are agitating for a reduction in the salaries 
of the officials. It is not difficult to 
imagine that some of these at least would 
not be sorry to find themselves upon the 
Ministerial salary list.

EMIGRATION OF WOMEN, 

In a leading article, The Times says:—A few 
davs ago we examined some of the problems 
arising from tle great excess of women over 
men which the census returns had disclosed. 
It seemed to us that until time had redressed 
the abnormal disparity caused “by the war 
many social and economic questions must be 
aggravated, and we considered whether women 
who were meditatimg active careers should not 
more generally consider the Dominions in their 
outlook. There, at all events, the balance cf 
sexes seemed more favourable, and we indi- 
cated that those immense forces which come 
into play whenever the workings of natural 
laws are in any way restricted might provide 
the stimulus necessary to break the trammels 
of custom. In speculating, however, upon 
what practical steps might be taken to lessen 
the evils inseparable from a disproportion of 


desire to find greater facilities for the marriage 
of women of our race. The economic are no 
less important than the social aspects of the 
matter we discussed. Of necessity, women 
have a narrower sphere of employment than 
men. Where the sexes balance appraxfmately 
highly civilised nations can find suitable occu- 
pation for those of their women who are not 
absorbed in purely domestic life, but, as 
the proportion of female to male mounts, it 
must become increasingly difficult to do so with- 
out defymg the dictates of political economy. 
The laws of supply and demand in all branches 
of labour are as inexorable as the laws o1 
nature itself. As women crowd the labour 
market so must the wages of female employ- 
ment decrease, Under the action of economic 
law the population of Ireland haa been halvea 
almost within living memory. Happily no such 
fierce necessity of letting the nation’s life blooa 
afflicts these islands to-day. But however less 
in degree the same evil cause is there slowly 
but surely working out its evil consequences. 
We may truly hope that British trade and in- 
dustry will, with the revival of Europe, regain. 
their old position, but if recovery be long dé- 
layed or amy unforeseen events further pre- 
judice our national position, who shall say that 
we can contmue to support our present popula- 
tion at its present standard of living? If wé 
cannot, emigration upon a large scale woula 
hecome inevitable. en and women woula 
leave these shores in thousands. I{ may, in- 
deed, be urged that this is but a contingency. 
yet a study of the 1921 Census returns prompts 
us to ask, whether the nation is as well pre- 
pared to meet it as it should be. Has even 
the thinking public accepted all the corollaries 
that follow upon modern progress towards the 
economic equalisation of the sexes?

DISLOYAL AGITATIONS. 


INCENDIARY PAMPHLETS - 
PROHIBITED. ~ 


A telegram from Reuter’s Correspondent in 
Berlin, dated yesterduy, says :—President 
Ebert, afier a special meeting of the Cabinet 
to-day, issued a decree prohibiting for a period 
up sto fourteen days the publication of periodi- 
cals and pamphlets the contents of which 
openly urge violent alteration in, or the over- 
throw of, the Conéstitution, or which openly 
encourage violence against the representatives 
of the Republic, or otherwise ipcite to dis- 
obedience of the prevailing law and order, or 
which strive to make Constitutional organs ot 
State appear ridiculous. The decree also pro- 
hibits meetings, assemblages, processions, ana 
demonstrations in cases where ‘the Government 
believes that such gatherings will be made the 
occasion for the above-mentioned infringements 
of the law. 
MISCHIEVOUS AGITATIONS. 

Prior to the decree a proclamation was is- 
sued, in which the Government admits that iv 
has become gravely concerned because of the 
disintegration of public morals in Germany, 
which threaten to undermine the foundations of 
the State and Empire. In a time when the 
nation’s vitality should be devoted, says thé 
proclamation, to repairing the. moral, social, 
and economic injuries inflicted by the war, an 
unbridled agitation is openly attempting to 
undermine the political and constitutional foun- 
dations on which the new German Republic is 
to be erected. The tenour of the Press which 
is furthering these mischievous endeavours is 
daily becoming more plain-spoken, and reveals 
a fixed plan by unscrupulous elements who are 
aiming at the overthrow of the Constitutiona: 
law and order. National emergencics demand 
that these machinations of the unscrupulous 
and misguided elements should be opposed with 
an iron hand, and the Government is, there- 
fore, determined to undertake that which the 
circumstances of the hour and the provocations 
of the foes of the Constitution’ make impera- 
tive. The Government will proceed with unre- 
lenting severity Wgainst any and every insur- 
rection, and calls upon all organs of law ana 
order to carry out the provisions of the decree 
firmly but impartially.

The Commu- 
nists subsequently held a meeting in the Lust- 
garten, in front of the Castle, which broke up 
quietly upon the Chief of Police promising 
that a strict investigation would be held into 
the affair. 


HUNGARIAN AGGRESSION, 
RESISTANCE TO PEACE TREATY - 
CONDITION, 


OEDENBURG HELD BY FORCE. 


Reuter’s Vienna Correspondent telegraphed 
yesterday :—It is stated here that the railway 
station of Oedenburg, the principal town of the 
border district of Burgenland, West Hungary, 
which is to be handed over to Austria under 
the Peace Treaty, was occupied on Sunday 
afternoon by armed bands, under the leader- 
ship of Colonel Hejjas, prominent as leader of 
the “Awake, Hungary” Party. It was an- 
nounced here two days ago that the Hun- 
garians demanded that Oedenburg should be 
retained in their possession until negotiations 
for the settlement of the Burgenland question 
were corcluded. 

It is added that the jocal Hungarian 
in Oedenburg, who were to hove ag “m 
banded, were in evidence, wearing armilets, in- 
scribed “ No, No, Never.” It is said that the 
town is entirely surrounded by armed bands, 
commanded by Hungarian officers in uniform, 
and that no trains are allowed to leave the 
station. It is reported that the Ententc, under 
whose supervision the transfer is to take place, 
is sending .treops: from Silesia to otcupy the 
Burgenland. 

ARMED BANDS IN COMPLETE CONTROL. 

An Oedenburg telégram, received in Vienna 
later, states:—Colonel Hejjas has taken over 
command of @J1 the Hungarian forces in 
Western Hungary, which number from two to 
three thousand. - Bands, ‘armed with machine 
guns, hand grenades and rifles, are marching 
south-west to oppose the entry of the Austrian 
Gendarmerie, and encounters are reported at 
various points, resulting in killed and wounded 
on both sides. Oedenburg is now completely 
cut off from all outside communication, and the 
town is entirely surrounded by armed bands. 
The population is panic-stricken. 

Y  Reuter’s Correspondent in Vienna telegraphed 
later:—A telegrazn to the Wiener Neustadt 
says that Colonel Hejjas has issued a proclama- 
tion calling on all men under 45 years of age to 
report themselves to him immediately. 

he Hungarian resistance is at present ¢on- 
fined to the south-eastern part of the Burgen- 
land. Other parts have: been occupied by the 
Austrians without opposition. 

Dr. Robert Davey, Austrian Administrator in 
the Burgenland, has left Oedenburg, and pro- 
ceeded to Mattersdorf, where he is under the 
protection of the Entente officers. Hé was fre- 
quently “held up’’ on the way, and several 
times fired at by Hungarian jnsurgents. 

Rumours are in circulation that an Entente 
officer has been killed, or wounded, by insur- 
gents in Oedenburg.

The Austrian Government is reported to have 
sent urgent Notes to the Conference of Ambas- 
sadors and to the Supreme Council in Paris, 
protesting against Hungary's action in the 
Burgenland.

TURKS’ STRONG RESISTANCE. 


Telegraphing from Smyrna yesterday, Reuter’s 
Correspondent said :—The situation on the Ana- 
tolian front is, on the whole, obscure. It is re- 
ported that the Greeks have been brought up 
before the Turkish defences to the east of the 
River Sakaria, which are there very strong, and 
are held by considerable forces with abundant 
reserves. e Greeks are, it is added, conse- 

uently advancing with great caution. Tho 
fchting till now seems to have been on a small 
scale, except when the Greek troops attempted to 
force the passage of the Sakaria, when a de- 
termined resistance was met, although the 
‘Turks were ultimately obliged to retire behind 
their defensive works. 

At present it is uncertain whether the Turks 
will really hold the Sakaria defences, or retire 
on Angora. Meanwhile, fighting has taken place 
round Tulu Bunar. 

A delayed telegram from Constantinople, dated 
Saturday, says :—Official reports from Angora 
claim that the Nationalist troops have repulsed 
Greek attacks efter very severe fighting, especi- 
ally on Wednesday and Thursday. According to 
independent information, the Greeks on Wedne+- 
day captured the Turkish advanced positions, 
and were bringing their greatest strength tu 
bear inst the Turkish main position south- 
west of Angora. 

Reliable news has been obtained that Colonel 
Rawlinson, who is a prisoner in the hands of 
the Mationalists, is well, but is closely confined 
in the Turkish jail at Erizeru. He is allowed 
an hour’s exercise daily, and visits a Jurkish 
bath once a week under military escort.

FICTITIOUS ORDERS*T0 GERMAN

Interesting evidence was civen in the Belfast 
Bankruptcy Court yesterday, when the metter 
of Clarence Reginald McCann and A. G. Camp- 

“bell, who, along with one E.. Martin Jones, 
carried on. busines as McCann, Campbell and 

Jones, manufacturers’ agents, was listed for 
first public sitting. 9 

Mr. S. Ross appeared for the German firm of 
Anton Schmidt, creditors for £107 13s. 2d. He 
said that he also held a proxy on behalf of 
Aiwin Kiesewetter, of Coburg, but he tnder- 
stood that Mr. M‘Gonigal was now to be. in- 
structed on their behalf. Mr. J. W. T. 
Watters appeared for the bankrupts. 

Clarence Reginald McCann was examined, 
and stated that the firm acted as agents for 
German manufacturers of toys and fancy ware, 
The agencies were formerly held by Jones, and 
witness and Mr. Campbell joined the firm as 

artners subsequently. They opened places of 
yusiness in Glasgow and London. In the course 
of their trading they found that Jones had 
sent in large orders in the names of fictitious 
persons, and that he had eee upon the door 
of a block Of offices in High street a list of 
names of people who never existed. Jones also 
sent in orders to German houses in the names 
of those fictitious people, byt the goods were 
not sent, because inquiries were made and the 

orders cancelled. k 

Mr. Ross—Had either you or Mr. Campbell 
anything to do with this fraud on the pari of 
Jones? 

Witness— No. 

Continuing, witness said that Jonee had now 
left the country, and he believed that he was 
in Bouth Africa. When witness and Campbell 
found these things out they obtained the ser- 
vices,of an auditor, and then challenged Jones 
with his conduct. Jones signed a confession in 
Mr. Watters’ office on 18th March last as 
follows:—‘‘ Admit firms—J. M. Johnston and 
Co., W. H. Alfort and Sons, London; Bolton 
Bros., Londou; Stanley Porter and Co., 
London, are fictitious’ firms; that orders Nos. 
260, 261, 262, 263, and 264 are fictitious orders 
sent on for the purpose of getting postpone- 
ment of Kiesewetter’s bill; and also that the 
orders in the name of John Daley are fictitious 
orders, and that some of the letters are signed 
by me in his name, the goods to be sold on re- 
ceipt, and the money to be ‘brought imto tho 
firm of McCann, Campbell and Jones by me as 
being capital advanced by my father. Admit 
that certain cheques had the counterfoils filled 
up for a greater amount than ihe cheque itself, 
and that certain other cheques were cashed, 
and in both above cases proceeds lodged to my 
own credit. All above admissions are made 

voluntarily, and the facts were not disclosed 
to my partners, Messrs. Campbell and McCann, 
and they are quite Annocent of any complicity 
in the matters aforesaid.’’ 

Witness then gave details of quantities of 
goods consigned to the firm and stopped jn 
transit. , 

Mr. Watters explained that the other bank- 
rupt, Mr. Campbell, had obtained a situation 
as purser’s clerk on board a ship. When this 
matter had come to his (Mr. Watters’). know- 
ledge, firstly the bankrupts had consulted him 
with reference to taking criminal proceedinge 
against Jones. He thought, however, that the 
best thing to do would he to file a petition for 
an arrangement matter. After consulting the 
creditors, an arrangement matter was filed, but 
when it came into Court it was struck out, as 
Jones was not a party to the proceedings. 
During all the 4ime that these matters were 
going on Mr. Campbell was in attendance, and 
he then waited for about «ix weeks after the 
matter was struck out until the bankruptcy 
proceedings were instituted. During this time, 
of course, he was out of a situation, but finally 
goi the offer as clerk in a purser’s office. Mr, 
Campbell was most anxious that his absence 
from Couri on this occasion should not be con- 
strued into any desire not to meet his creditors, 
ery a — to earn his livelihood.

BELFAST BAILWAYMAN'S DEATH. 


KILLED IN AN EFFORT TO SAVE 
CHILDREN. 

An inquest was held at Belfast yesterday on 
Joseph O'Neill (19), of Khartoum street, 
Beifast, who died as a result of having heen 
cruched between the buffers of railway wagons 
on the Great Northern Railway. It was stated 
that a number of children had been playing 
near some coal wagons which were stationary.

FOUR PERSONS DROWNED. 


On Sunday night two men and two women 
were drowned in the River Dee, near Iron 
arin aí The party were in a rowing boat, 
which was being towed by a launch, when the 
boat capsized, tarowing the occupants inte the 
river. 

The Chester police yesterday recovered the 
bodies of the four victims of Sunday night's 
drowning accident in the Dee, near Chester. 
The bodies were identified as those of Ernest T.

Tarvin road, Chester, and Ledsham’s fiancée

It appeared that the ladies rowed up the river 
on Saturday afternoon, and camped during the 
night on the river bank. On Sunday morning 
they were joined by Keane and Ledsham. Re- 
turning at night, they were overtaken by 
heavy rain. A man proceeding to the city in 
a motor launch agreed to tow them. While 
rounding a behd in a dangerous part of the 
river the beat capsized, and the occupants were 
thrown into the water and drowned before the 
man in the launch could turn it and get back 
to the scene of the accident.

Mr. Thomas then opened the case on behalf 
of his Union, and, having paid tributes to the 
tact, impartiality, and fairness of the Chair- 
man, and the skill shown in the discharge of 
their duty by Mr, Kebgh and Mr. Neale. said 
that it argued well for the future if the same 
atmosphere could be adopted in all their repre- 
sentations. Mr. Keogh had adopted what he 
termed a common-sense attitude in inviting the 
men’s representatives to meet him in conference. 
Their difficulties were aggravated because that 
common-sense action was not adopted by 
another general manager. Their task would 
have been lighter, their difficulties with their 
men made easier, and they could have con- 
trolied them more effectively, were it not for 
the unfortunate exantple, due, he believed, to 
bigotry and arrogance, due to a spirit that went 
ety st than even industrial matters, and due, 
he believed, to a determination to separate one 
part of Ireland from another. He deplored the 
action of the Great Northern Railway Company, 
an action without precedent to his knowledge, 
and could not be justified from the business or 
common-sense standpoint. But he was proud of 
the fact that, while the Great Northern manager 
refused to set an example in these difficult 
times that ought to be the duty of anyone 
having the best interests of the country at 
heart, they might congratulate themselves on 
the action of the men, while they deplored the 
action of one who ought to have set them an 
example. The speaker went on to refer to the 
fact that here was a body of men who worked 
long hours for low‘wages under wretched condi- 
tions, and suddenly they found themselves put 
into a better position with wages and hours, 
living a freer and fuller life. Shorter working 
hours not only encouraged men to be better 
fathers of families, better husbands, but en- 
couraged them to discharge the functions of 
citizenship, which was the only thing that made 
a country great and prosperous, 

A CRITICAL TIME. 

That Court of Arbitration had assembled at 
the most critical time to decide a most im: 
portant matter affectifig the welfare of that 
country, and he had advised the 20,000 Irish 
railwaymen to take that course, and he took 
full responsibility for it. He did not shrink 
from that responsibility, and his reasons for 
doing so were that he believed then, and be- 
lieved now, that a greater interest might be 
functioning at present—an interest which had 
at stake a far greater cause than mere 
materialism. No student of Irish affairs, no 
man with eyes to see and ears to hear could 
fail to realise the importance of the matters at 
present before the country. There was in Ire. 
land a problem even bigger than the railway 
problem, Mr. Thomas then quoted extracts 
from the last, letter of Mr. Lloyd George to 
Mr. de Valera, detailing the conditions of setile- 
ment which the Government had outlined, and 
said that he could even as a Celt and as an 
Englishman see how the Irish railwaymen read. 
ing those pussages, listening to the advice that 
he gave them—he could understand and appre- 
ciate them saying: ' Yes, however important 
this tribunal may be, it is not so important, it 
is not so vital, as those things that are set out 
and which for hundreds of years have been the 
goal of Irish ambition.”’ The refusal to con: 
cede them, the determination to ignore the 
appeal, had meant that Irishmen had made 
sacrifices second to none in the history of the 
world, and the railwaymen had not been back- 
ward in making their contribution also. If the 
railwaymen in this country had contributed to 
a. happier solution, then, much as he or they 
might regret the loss of temporary materia! 
things, he was eatisfied that their own country 
and their own people would reward them ade- 
quately in the future for the temporary sacri- 
fices they made in the interests of a greater and 
wider peace that was to-day a subject not only 
for Irishmen and Englishmen, but was a subject 
for every human being on the face of the world. 
Mr. Thomas went on to outline the great re- 
sponsibilities on the shoulders of railwaymen 
and the risks they were running daily, and. said 
that it must be thoroughly oe wre! by capi- 
talists that when dealing with commercial and 
industrial problems it must be realised that 
peace between Labour and Capital was one of 
the most important factors to the success of 
industry. Labour had as much stake in the 
country and the welfare of industry as the 
highest in the land. The millionaire might have 
great wealth and position, but the man who 
had not a copper—the man who had nothing 
but his labour—had a stake in the country, and 
it was a stake which was of vital importance and 
one which should receive justice. 

Mr. Thomas proceeded to put in a statement 
showing the difference in wages per week in 
“A ” or existing rates and “RB ” or stop rates 
in the same grades on English railways com- 
ymared with the “‘A” and “ B”’ rates on Irish 
ines, 

Mr. Keogh said that “B” rates never ap- 
plied, and in all probability never would, 

STANDARDISATION. 

Mr. Thomas, having dealt with the point, 
said that as far as standardisation was con 
cerned the English railwaymen and Irish ra!! 
waymen were not paid the same. He wanted 
the Court to understand what they really mean! 
by standardisation. The tables showed that it 
did not mean the same rate as in England. He 
wanted to show that it did nét mean, even in 
Ireland, every man being _ on a dead -level. 
In this Irish agreement they ‘had porters and 
signaimen, and, in fact, every grade who lived 
in Dublin or Belfast, paid at one rate, because 
they happened to be in a big town. They had 
also an agricultural rate and an industrial rate 
All that they meant by standardisation was 
that if a porter or a signalman or a goods guard 
or a driver, 6r any other grade, on the Midland 
Great Western Railway and the Dublin and 
South-Eastern did precisely the same work these 
men should be paid the same pay when they 
were ‘doing the same work ‘hat was what 
they meant by standardisation; and they would 
see by that that, so far as it was possible to 
introduce a system of real equality, they did it 
by not allowing one company to have an ad- 
vant ever another by paying their men 
sométhing less for the same work than another 
company. There was no system tliat it Was 
possible to devise in railway life that coud 
compare with the system of standardisation, so 
far as doing justice both to the men and to the 
companies was concerned. Standardisation did 
not involve men working on a dead level, He 
hoped that the tribunal, when considering 
standardisation, would not be prejudiced be- 
cause of this talk of a dead level. 

EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

As to the question of an eight-hours day, 
Mr. Thomas said that they, as a union, ad- 
mitted that an eight-hours day had never been 
fought for, and had never been intended merely 
as a means of enabling men to work longer 
houfa in order to get more overtime for the 
longer period. The eight-hours day was not 
intended to mean, and it would be ridiculous 
to assume, that after eight hours the railway- 
man must stop his train merely because he had 
worked, eight hours. He believed that time 
tables could be arranged i ngás | fifteen 
minutes or half an hour miglit be worked over 
the eight hours. He emphasised that in regard 
to abnormal cases, such as breakdowns, fogs, 
dislocation of traffic, that the union and men 
would adopt common-#ense methods. He hoped 
that out of that inguiry, out of these negotia- 
tions, out of the spirit that was manifest or 
both sides, out of the desire of both sides to 
understand one another there, there would 
emerge a feeling and an anxiety that both sides 
would sit down and reason these things out 
instead of fighting them out. Many of these 
difficulties could be obviated, and would have 
been obviated, and many of the things that 
they had complained of might have been eased 
had it been possible for th sides to meet 
around a table and argue these matters out in 
a common-sense way. They had reached a 
stage of industria] development different from 
any that had existed in the past. Labour to-day 
would not be treated as 4 mere hewer of wood 
and drawer of water. Inderlying this prin- 
ciple of an eight-hours day was something that 
was vital to the future of labour. He asked 
that tribunal] to hesitate before it took away 
from the Irish railwayman something that he 
thought was yital to him. Was that tribunal 
to place Irish railwaymen, public servants, 
whose work at least compared favourably with 
that of any workers in the country, and whose 
sacrifices of life and limb were higher than any 
others—was that tribunal to place them in a 
worse category than the other workers? 

Having handed in a statement showing the 
conditions as regards hours worked per week 
of workers ia different parts of the country, 
Mr. Thomas alluded to. Sunday labour, and 
asked if railwaymen were to be called upon 
to sacrifice their Sundays to the advantage of 
the Sunday exeursionist, and was it too much 
to ask that they should at least be remunerated 
at some rate higher than the ordinary week- 
day pay? It was to prevent railway com-

They had submitted their case, 
and they relied on the sincerity and impartialit 
of the tribunal. The verdict might not be ail 
that they desired, but they were sure that it 
would be given with a sense of duty and 
justice to all concerned. 

MR. THOMAS CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Keogh, Mr. Thomas 
said that standardisation meant like payment 
for work under like circumstances. 

Mr. Keogh suggested that if, in a particular 
grade, the circumstances as illustrated by the 
nature of the duty differed, it was not con- 
tended that the standardisation necessarily 
meant a flat rate. 

Mr. Thomas said that it did not, but it 
meant that, as far as ible, variations of 
work should be standardised to meet the cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Keogh asked was it Mr. Thomas's view 
that railway undertakings ought to be run at 
a reasonable profit to the shareholders? 

Mr. Thomas said that if baronial guarantees 
were brought into existence for the purpose of 
providing railways for the development of a 
particular district or county that pre-supposed 
that the people who were going to benefit would 
contribute something to it. But a commercial 
system of railways ought to be self-supporting. 

Replying to another question, Mr. omas 
said that he would even shut a railway down 
rather than allow men to work on sweated con- 
ditions merely to keep it open. He would 
lay that down as a general proposition. 

Mr. Keogh—You agree that the railway rates 
at the present are certainly as high as they 
can be put to be revenue-producing? - 

Mr. Thomas—I do not see how you could put 
on anything more. : 

Mr. Keogh+To what do you attribute the 
necessity of charging the high rates and fares 
that are in operation ? 

Mr. Thomas—To many things. In Ireland, 
having to import the great bulk of your coal. 
Any increase in the price of coal was a big 
factor. Increases in the prices of coal and 
ore affect your steel rails. You import lots 
of things, and I think you are hit very badly 
by all these things, including the wages. 

Further cross-examined, Mr. Thomas said 
that thirty-two companies with no competition 
between them, with thirty-two boards of direc- 
tors, thirty-two general managers, and all the 
rest, appeared to him an absurd and wasteful 
system for which everybody had got to pay. 
“Mr. J. Byrne, a Great Southern and Western 
Railway engine-driver, who entered the com- 
pany’s service in 1884, and had been promoted 
driver in 1892, said that since then he had been 
called upon to work all classes of trains—in- 
cluding express and mail trains between Dublin 
and Cork. He considered an eight-hours day 
was warranted by all the circumstances. 

A number of other witmesses Were examined, 
and the Court adjourned until to-day at 10.30 
o'clock. 


RAILWAY MECHANICS AND 
WAGES. 

A conference representing the skilled mecha- 
nics of Irish railways was held in the Talbot 
Hall, Wexford, on Saturday, Mr. W. Owens 
(Belfast) presiding, and there were present :— 
Messrs. -P. Murphy (Cork), W. Ferguson 
(Limerick), J. Carolin and L. Keegan (Dublin), 
W. Guest (Dundalk), E. M‘Cafferty, T.C. (Lon- 
donderry), W. Kelson (Larne), and T. Smith 
(Wexford). Messrs. 8. Bradley and J. Free- 
land, Irish organisers, were also in attendance. 

Maiters affecting railway engineers, frinci- 
pally the intended reduction in wages, were 
discussed. In view of the fact that the con- 
ference was representative of skilled railway 
engineers, it was decided to resist any reduc- 
tion in wayzes, and to communicate with the 
railway companies wit a view to arranging 
a joint conference to discuss the question, with 
special reference to the policy of the union 
to secure district rates of wages for craftsmen. 
Amongst the other matters discuesed were a 
week's holiday annually, independent of na- 
tional and bank holidays, the limitation of 
apprenticeship, amd the rates of pay for 
apprenticcs.

OFFICIALS AND THE 
PROPOSED REDUCTIONS. 
A especial meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 

tion was held yesterday afterngon to val, 
among other matters, with the report of the 
Special* Committee appointed to deal generally 
with the question of civic administration. The 
Lord Mayor presided. 

The adoption of the ‘report, which has 
already been published, was moved formally by 
the Lord Mayor and seconded by Alderman 
Hubbard Clark. 

Mr. P. T. Daly objected to certain recom- 
mendations with reference to alterations in the 
Standing Orders. Several of these were of a 
most sweeping character 

Alderman an T. McGarry suggested that 
the present report was simply An interim one 
and only a partial report, should not de- 
cide upon the proposals until the full report was 
before them, 

Mr. Forrestal said that the idea of putting for- 
ward these recommendations now was so that 
the Reorganisation Committee, in future de 
liberations, should have a basis on which to go. 

Alderman T. Lawlor said that some mem 
of the Council would look upon the proposals 
as revolutionary, and in his opinion they should 
not arrive at ahy decision for the present. 

OFFICIALS’ PROTESTS.

What is “Dominion Home Rule”? There 
can be no mathematical definition of the term. 
A smattering of information will suffice to put 
forth an array of qualities that may, or may 
not, be essential. The Dominion League ap- 
pears to be the proper body to summon at once 
a meeting of its supporters, and take their 
opinion on the Lloyd George proposals. General 
Smuts says that the Government offers a 
Dominion status by its proposals. Some critics 
deny this. Apart from pettifogging, the various 
representative Irishmen who from time to time 
have advocated Dominionism should meet and 
decide—are the Government proposals such as 
should be recommended for acceptance to the 
Irish people? If an affirmative conclusion is 
reached, then the enlarged Dominion League 
should commence active propaganda and prepare 
for an election on this lain issue. 

As all patriotic Irishmen sought to impress 
upon, the clever English Cabinet, an election 
under the Partition Act was rendered impossible 
by the terrorism and confusion prevailing in 
Southern Ireland, and no election was held. 
The farcical return of lists of names was abso- 
lutely null and void. One of the essential rights 
of au elector is the right to exercise the fran- 
chise without constraint. To be deprived by 
terrorism of a choice of candidates # worse 
than to be intimidated from going to the poll. 
No elector voted for anybody, and the whole 
performance was an empty cOntrivance of the 
Cabinet. The writs for a new election may be 
issued on the avoidance of the old. This would 
be the fairest and the best way of testing the 
feeling of the country. The Irish people should 
be afforded an opportunity of freely voting as 
between candidates of the Dominion Leagu® 
and the persons who have been responsible for 
the condition of Ireland for the past two years. 
That is a plain straight fight. Dominionism 
would win provided that intimidation was re- 
pressed. 

Under these circumstances we might again 
hope for a united Ireland. The representatives 
of Northern Ireland would have no such objec- 
tion to conferring with freely elected Southerners 
as they naturally feel with reference to other 

rsons. This, perhaps, is looking too far ahead. 
Phe imperative duty of to-day is to take im- 
mediate steps to secure for the Irish people the

The Society's efforts in saving the wholesale 
killing of the larks were, I am glad to say, 
successful, and I trust that their watchfulness 
will prevent the destruction of that brilliant- 
winged and rare bird—thé kingfisher.— Yours, 
etc., K. Tewrson CoLLINS.

EDUCATION IN INDIA. 


ADDRESS AT THE DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB. 


A brief address on the educational 
in India was delivered at the 
lunch meeting of the Dublin 
Club Messrs. Kidd's Restaurant, Graf- 
ton treet, Dublin, yesterday, by Pro 
fessor Hans Krall. The history of educa- 
tion in India was, he explaimed, very modern, 
and the first efforts in the development of 
education were-those made by the missionaries. 
The missioner, actuated as he was by the de- 
sire to bring Christianity in the way of all 
peoples in the world, was prompted by motives 
which brought him in a different direction to 
those actuated by Government motives. In 
the case of Governmental operations the mo- 
tive was largely, if not entirely, directed to 
the view of acquiring larger returns, financial] 
and otherwise. The missioners spread their 
works into fields of benefit amongst primitive 
nature, and it was from their labours that 
they were made acquainted with the many |an- 
guages of the country. There were, in fact, no 
less than 174 distinct languages or dialecta, 
of which 24 at least were written. The result 
of the spread of education was undoubtedly to 
bring about that which now prevailed, the 
widespread disposition to seek a greater measure 
of political independence. The advance of that 
determination was unquestionably Owing to the 
system of education which had prevailed for 
the past fifty years. He held that if disturb- 
ances arose during the effort to secure that aim 
of independence it was unfair to attribute it to 
the principle of education; rather would he say 
that it was not at all due to too much educa- 
tion, but ibly to too little.

A COUNTY WEXFORD SCHEME. 


In a report. to be submitted to-day in Wex- 
ford at a County Conference to consider the 
question of union amalgamation in County Wex 
ford, a tabulated return has been drafted by 
M. D. O'Sullivan, Clerk of the Wexford Union 
Joint Hon. Secretary, with M. A. A. Connolly, 
the Clerk of Enniscorthy Union, in which he 
sets out the cost of running the workhouse 
system for the year ended March 3ist, 1921. 
Exclusive of the cost of inmates from the 
Counties of Kilkenny and Cariow, £33,262, and 
£725 expended in the treatment of patients at 
Dublin, and £1,494 for like purposes in the 
County Werford Infirmary, a gross sum of 
£35,481 was spent on institutional relief during 
that period. Staffs, mumbering 86 officers, re 
ceived salaries and rations, £8,967—22 per cent. 
of nett expenditure—and of pensioned officers 
their alléwances would total £1,800, and a lump 
sum of £14,137 in compensation. Under the 
scheme it is beac to. retain thirty-one ot 
existing officials, in consequence of which it is 
estimated that the pensigh roll will be reduced 
to £1,266 annually, and the compensation pa 
ment to £8,270. It is contemplated establish- 
ing one county home and one county hospital, 
and medical service, it is anticipated, will cost 
£1,626. Under the scheme it is further esti- 
mated that the gross saving will amount to 
£6,000 for the first year.
